WASHINGTON, March 3— The Senate 


•gave most of the day to the agricultural 
appropriation bill and passed that meas- 
ure carrying $3,362,000 without material 
amendment. 


Only eleven senators heard the chap- 


lain's opening prayer. Mr. Thantou 
reported for the select committee on in- 
ternational expositiona a joint resolu- 
tion .authorizing the secretary of the 
treasury to 
distribute the 
medals 


awarded by the Columbian Exposition. 
Mr. Tburston explained ita proviaions 
brielly, aayinir that the purpose of the 
bill waa to appropriate sufficient money 
($15,000) to permit theae awards to be 
made. There was no objection and the 
resolution was agreed to. 


The conference report on the army 


appropriation bill was adopted. 
Allen asked immediate consideration 


of a resolution declaring that all United 
States bonds are redeemable in both 
told and silver, but objection was made 
and the resolution went over. 


Chandler of the committee on privi- 


leges and elections presented the ma- 
jority report of that committee provid- 
ing for an investigation of the Alabama 
elections by a select committee.

The city Board of Education met in 


regular monthly session last n in lit with 
full attendance. 


The contt act for laundry work on the 


towels at tho different achool buildings 
was awarded to J. L. Harbison, For 
some time the table cloths which the 
teachers have been ueing for their 
lunches have been laundered at the ex* 
penae of the district. But upon motion 
of Trustee Church thia practice waa or- 
dered discontinued. "If we are going 
to waeh their table cloths we might as 
well pay for the washing of the teachers' 
clothes," said Mr. Church. 


Monroe 
and Cumminga were ap- 


pointed a committee to carry out the 
recommendations of the Board of Health 
aa to disinfecting the outbuilding at tbe 
school houses. Tho work will bo done 
by the janitors. 
"It baa been reported to me," aaid 


Mr. Church at this juncture, "that there 
ia a lack of co-operation on the part of 
tbe teachers with tbe principals of tbe 
different schools. There seems to be in 
the minds of some of the teachers a 
want of knowledge of what their duties 
are in this particular. I therefore move 
that the attention of these teachers be 
called to tbe rules for the government 
of schools in the state of California, and 
particularly to section 5."

subordinate and responsible to him; 
that they must co-operate with him "in 
the work. The trustees • further stated 
that in some casea the principal of one 
>f tbe buildings had met • with Hat ie* 
[uaal to obey orders. 


Chairman Eden had also heard of 


trouble between a principal and the 
teachers; and at Mr. Eden's suggestion 
Mr. Church's motion was made to in- 
clude *a provision to the effect that the 
law be laid down to tho teachers by 
Monday next.

She haa written 
to friends in Pomona that she had sold 
her interest in the Kansas mtue, in 
North western Arizona ,near Harquahala, 
for 135,000. Of thia sum she hia re- 
ceived $20,000 caeb, the reattobe paid 
in Hixty daya. Tbe buyers are Hlggins 
Brothers of Salt Lake City, who bought 
other shares in the same mine last 
month for $40,000. 
Miss Hilton is a young woman who 


has taught old miners some things even 
in their business. She ia a slender and 
girlish-looking brunette. While teach- 
ing school she spent all her spare hours 
In studying ecology and mineralogy.and 
during the summer vacations she went 
to Arizona to prosecute her study of 
auriferous rocket. She became infatu- 
ated with the life of a mining pros- 
pector and gave up school teaching. 
She has been in all the mining camps in 
the southwest, has tramped over moun- 
tains and through canyons, haa shaied 
the lot of iniuing camps with men, and 
in camp, in company with her brother 
and uncle, has been living in Harqua* 
ha!a for the past year.

An interesting suit has been prepared 


for tiling in the euperiour court by 
George B. Graham. It IB to bring about 
*n judicial interpretation of that part of 
the fee bill, passed by the last legisla- 
ture, which relates to the county clerk's 
ollice. 
| 


The law in question reade as follows: 


"On placing any action, excepting a pro-1 
bate proceeding or default of a case, on ; 
the calendar for trial or hearing, a fee j 
of $2 shall be paid by the party at whose j 
request such action or proceeding is 
BO placed." 


The point of contention is whether 


tho county clerk has a right to collect 
this fee lor every demurrer and motion 
entered on the record. By tho advice of 
District Attorney Know, Clerk Hart has 
insisted 011 the lee before entering de- 
murrers and motions. • It should be 
stated that these fees go into the county 
treasury. 
Judge Graham's suit asks the court to 


order the clerk to place motions and de- 
murrers upon record without the pay- 
ment of fees. 
Judge Graham was seen yesterday by 


a REPUBLICAN reporter in regard to the 
case. He elated that in hla opinion the 
clerk has the right to collect the fee 
only when a caee is put on the calendar 
for regular trial. "I do not construe 
the law," said Judge Graham, "to give 
the clerk the right to collect a fee for 
every demurrer and motion made in the 
preliminaries of ft suit." 


He contends that when the law saye 
'trial or hearing,'' it means the regu- 
lar trial ol a caeo. The Jud^e makes 
the test caaa of too suit of Mrs. Sarah 
Foulke against H. G. DeWitt. 


County Ck'ik Hart wan also Bean, and 


Jtated that as far as he is personally 
concerned he would like to see Jud; 
Graham's 
questions 
sustained, 


would save him much annoyance from 
attorneys who object to paying the fees. 
But the clerk has to follow the advice of 
the District Attorney, who holds that 
tlio fee iiiuel bo paid for every duuiurror 
and motion. 
The clerk hud the District Attorney's 


opinion within very easy reach, and lie 
showed sucli familiarity in grabbing for 
it when tlie reporter called that it was 
evident ho had performed tho operation 
many times before. He had evidently 
used it aa a weapon of defense against 
determined attorneys. 
The dispute liua hi tho words, "trial 


or hearing," us they occur in the law. 
.lodge Graham contcode thatthis meant* 
the regular trial of a case. But the dis- 
trict attorney points one that the su- 
preme court has ruled a number o 
times on the tie Unit ion of the won! 
"trial," and it has held that "whenever 
a court hears and determines the rights 
of the parties it may be considered 
trial." 
In demurrers and motions "the rights 


of the parties are heard," saya the die 
trict attorney in his opinion on file and 
therefore, the hearing of them by e 
court constitutes a "trial." Therefore 
when demurrers and motions are en 
t«red of record for "trial" fees must be
